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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the constituent 

parts of which are the units of eollective humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice.

To the efforts of the Magsters is due the impulse which has cansed the 
great advance in gcientific, philosophical and 8ocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one s8tupendous living organic 
whole. ,

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Not understanding the working of. natural law, or permitting 
their knowledge to he dormant, the majority of the students of 
the philosophy we sent to the western coast throngh H. P. Bla- 
vatsky, allowed the qualities of the lower mind to usurp the func- 
tions or attributes of the higher mind.

COMMENTARY. 


The use of the word *"created” in the Sloka 1s indicative of the 
change which had heen made in the Order of Mamfestation. 
(Creation by Mind and \ill ceased after the separation of the 
<exes. The third eve. the eve of Wisdom, the rudiment of which 
is the Pineal Gland, began to atrophy and germination by cohab- 
tation of the sexes hecame general during the Fourth Root Race. 

*The bodies created for them'—the incarnatins Egos of the 


4th root race—were the first hodies created by the sexes atter the 
completion of the <eparation of the <exes. They , were the selt- 
con<cious vehicles in which the Lahs. the Devas, were to have 1n- 
carnated. They refused to incarnate in the last sub-race of the 
5rd race, but eagerly, embraced the opportunitv of incarnating 1n 
the First sub-races of the 4th race. They had learned their 
lesxon. They aw the <m of the mindless,” the awful effects of 
cohabitation hetween man and animal as they were ohjectivised mn 
the forms of half human monsters:; and they realized that they 
were largely at fault. for, if they had obeyed the commands of 
ng!

| Gods and tully incarnated in the hodies of the androgenous 
race, instead of merely overshadowing them, and <0 had taught 
that race the laws of heing, there could not have come the break 
"the Ilost link” in the human race. The evolution of the race 
would have been carried out on other lines: Creation hy Will and 
Yoga would have been continued even to this dav. 

However, there 1s <ome gain even in the greatest loss, and the 
bodies of the newly evolved race in which the Lahs were to incar- 
nate were tar Superior to those hodies which they had previously 
reiused. The Fathers of the Fourth became their own- offspring
